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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.”’ Acts 2:1. “And they were all filled with ths 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.’ Acts 2:4. 
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Lord, [each Us To Pray 


“And it came to pass, that, as he was 
praying in a certain place, when he 
ceased, one of his disciples said unto him, 
Lord, teach us to pray, as John also 
taught his disciples.” Luke 11:1. 


As this disciple beheld his Lord he de- 
sired to act or be as his Lord, which 
should be the cry of each child of God 
today. Jesus’ first answer was a simple, 
plain outline of prayer which covers ev- 
ery phase of prayer today. Whether it be 
long or short each prayer should be prayed 
within the bounds of this prayer. Second- 
ly, Jesus’ answer taught a lesson of per- 
sistence and the importunity of prayer. 
Read Luke 11:1-13 which gives the fuil 
story. We should be as persistent in 
prayer as the man who obtained three 
loaves from his neighbor—stay before 
God till we get what we need for His 
glory. 

On another occasion Jesus said, ‘“Men 
ought always to pray, and not to faint.” 
Luke 18:1. In this lesson on prayer He 
also continues with an illustration of per- 
sistence or importunity by giving the 
parable of the widow who continually 
went before the judge until she was 
avenged of her adversary. This was an 
unjust judge. “Shall not God avenge his 
own elect which cry day and night unto 
him, though he bear long with them?” 
Luke 18:8. Do we cry day and night un- 
to Him? Do we lose any sleep at night 
to cry unto Him? Does the adversary 
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of our souls oppress us till we must flee 
to Him for refuge? Do we realize that 
our adversary is seeking our souls, but 
as a roaring lion and as an angel of light? 
Do you spend much time in prayer for 
lost souls and for the preservation of 
your soul, or are you overtaken with the 
cares of this life? O God, give your peo- 
ple a vision of the things that are com- 
ing in on this world. My heart cries out 
with Jeremiah oftentimes when he said, 
“Oh, that my head were water and mine 
eyes a fountain of tears, that I might 
weep day and night for the slain of the 
daughter of my people.” Jexr. 9:1. No 
doubt this has a greater significance than 
the way I apply it but this has been the 
cry of my heart for several months as 
I see people who have been powers for 
God, now slain by the opposing forces of 
hell, and Satan still working, the Spirit 
still saying, “I must have a tried people, 
those who can come forth as gold.” Will 
we make it through without persistence 
in prayer? 


I see the need of holding on to God in 
prayer as never before. So many pitfalls, 
sO Many snares, so many temptations 
await all the children of God. So many 
seducing and compromising spirits are in 
the land. It breaks our hearts as we see 
this everywhere we go. People of God are 
selling out their eternal hopes for the 
pleasures of home, coveting this world’s 
vain riches instead of seeking first the 


kingdom of God and His righteousness. 
Why not tarry before God till He comes 
to our rescue? He has promised to go 
with us alway, why not trust Him now? 
Do not give up in the first prayer but, 
like Elijah of old, keep knocking till God 
does something. Continue to seek till you 
find somethng—strength, glory, power, 
and victory from the giory world. Oh, 
hallelujah! No need of shrinking in your 
Christian experience when God has a 
bountiful supply of everything we need 
to make it through in His great store- 
house, just ready to hand out to us; but 
too many of us fail to pray through the 
doubts, unbelief, and any other ob- 
stacles Satan may throw in our path when 
we attempt to reach the great heart of 


God. 


Dear ones, the only way to make it 
through to heaven is to pull through the 
dark places here. Oh, glory! To every 
cross there is a crown, to every trial 
there awaits great joy, to every cloud 
there is a silver lining. “They that wait 
on the Lord shall renew their strength; 
they shall mount up with wings as 
eagles; they shall run and not be weary;

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God's Call To The Sleeper 


D. W. Mitts 


“Wherefore he saith, Awake thou that 
sleepeth, and arise from the dead, and 
Christ shall give thee light.” Eph. 5:14. 


Various are the Scriptures similar em- 
ployed to describe the state of the sin- 
ner. He is represented as an alien, a rebel, 
an outcast, a captive. He is also described 
as being diseased, blind, wretched and 
lost, being deceived and perishing. Our 
text describes him as asleep and dead. 

Let’s consider the sinner’s awful state. 
First, sleep in a state of deadness. The 
Spirit designs the sleep as the sleep of 
death. This deadly sleep is characterized 
by the following symptoms: 

It is a state of DARKNESS, all the or- 
gans of visions are closed. There may be 
rays of light and beauties of nature on 
every side but not seen. Such is the con- 
dition of the soul in a state of darkness, 
without true and saving knowledge of 
a Savior, then ignorant of himself and of 
God and of the things that belong to 
his peace. He has the capacity, and there 
is the revelation, the light of gospel shin- 
ing, but yet the man asleep sits in dark- 
ness and the shadow of death. 

Second, the man asleep is in a state of 
INSENSIBILITY. Asleep, the person 
hears not, neither enjoys anything; he, is 
dead temporarily to all that is around 
him. Such is the state of a sinner. He 
hearkens not to God, he does not enjoy 
God, a thousand blessings may be near 
him but he has no taste or desire for 
them. 

Third, sleep is a state of INACTIVI- 
TY. Asleep, all the limbs are at ease, no 
desires formed, no plans laid out, no work 
effected. Such is the state of the sinner, 
as to all spirtual labor. He labors not for 
the bread of life, he agonizes not for his 
crown, he strives not for the goal, he does 
not work out his salvation, he flees not 
from the wrath of God, he walks not in 
the way of holiness, he prepares not to 
meet God. 

Fourth, this sleep is a state of IL- 
LUSIONS. A state of sin is like illusive 
dreams. A man may be afflicted with 
the plague of sin and dream of health, 
the poverty-stricken dream of riches, the 
debased dream of dignities, the wretched 
dream of bliss and joy, condemned and in 
the way of ruin yet dream of years to 
come. Such a pitiful state to be in! 

Fifth, sleep is a state of PERILS. A 
man who is asleep is no longer able to 
defend or watch for himself. How often 
the murderers go in and shed the inno- 
cent blood of those who are asleep. Thus 
they sleep their way into eternity from 
accidents, storms and fire, also from di- 


sease and sudden death. So the sinner is 
exposed to the displeasures of God like 
Belshazzar in the fifth chapter of Dan- 
iel, while he was feasting with a thou- 
sand of his lords. Thus, while the rich 
fool was preparing for himself, God called 
unto him as in Luke 12:16-20. As it was 
with Herod when he was living a defiled 
life with his brother Philip’s wife. 


GOD’S GRACIOUS CALL 

It is GOD speaking in the text. He 
speaks in mercy with a view to our sal- 
vation, not as He speaks at the last day 
when His voice will awake the dead. 

First, GOD speaks by various circum- 
stances and events in life, often by ad- 
versities, by afflictions, by the loss of 
some loved one, by advice, or example of 
some friend. 

Second, GOD calls by the Word, writ- 
ten and preached, by reading or hearing 
read, How it describes our state as in 
Rom. 7:24. “Oh wretched man that I 
am! who shall deliver me from the body 
of this death?” How the Word calls to 
repentance, urges salvation. The minister 
goes forth with his message to arouse and 
to exhort. Have you not been called 
many times in this respect? God calls by 
moving upon the conscience. Who has 
not felt the inward conviction, inward 
rebuke, inward warning? 

God calls men to awake, shake them- 
selves,. arouse, exercise power. As _ the 
prophet has said, “Thus saith the Lord, 
Consider your ways.” He calls them to 
forsake the position and also the com- 
pany of the dead.

1, They would recommend only such 
men as are fully trained and duly quali- 
fied for the service before them.

3. All active workers should be in- 
vested with full authority and be able 
to perform all of the duties of their min- 
istry in an acceptable manrer. 

4. They should be men who love the 
Lord Jesus Christ and His cause devoted- 
ly, and possess a pure, unselfish, enthusi- 
astic motive in service. 

Such a program would be accepted by 
all, nothing in that that any good minis- 
ter or Christian should refuse. 

But would such a program assure suc- 
cess? Is success to be-measured by meth- 
ods, system, teaching, and mere goodness 
and good intentions? If so, then, the 
early Church had more of this to start 
with than we can ever hope to have, with 
the Master Teacher and Master of ail 
authority and ceremonies present with 
them. 

Here are men, called, commissioned, 
authorized; ordained by the Lord Jesus 
Himself, the great Head of the Church. 
Yet Jesus says they must “wait.” 
Apostles, bishops, ministers, yet their posi- 
tions nor titles avail them anything. If 
there is no more than this they must sit 
still, for they can do nothing. “Wait,” 
says Jesus, and from day to day did they 
wait, although so well trained and quali- 
fied by their great Leader. They tarried 
at Jerusalem. “Ye shall receive power.”

I don’t mean that we'll be able to shout 
all the time for I do choose the loads 
along with the strength. I wouldn’t be 
loosed from the weight of souls and the 
interest in my brothers and sisters for 
anything I can think of. But to you who 
become perplexed and in distress, do not 
give up in prayer till God kisses every- 
thing away with His presence, and re- 
news your strength. There is no specified 
length of time in the Word to pray a 
prayer on this order, but I read in the 
Word where Jesus prayed all night, arose 
a great while before day to pray, also 
offered up prayers and supplications with 
strong crying and tears. Heb. 5:7, 8. Is 
your faith stronger than Christ’s faith 
that you are able to pray as you go about 
your work and not help carry the load 
for sou's which He carried? If all of us 
pray as we go about our work when does 
the Spirit pray and pray with the under- 
standing also? When do you sing in the 
Spirit and in the understanding also? | 
Cor. 14:15. If we have enough faith to 
never stop and tarry before God, when 
does the Spirit help our infirmities, mak- 
ing intercession for us with groanings 
which cannot be uttered? Rom. 8:26. 


I believe there are enough subjects to 
pray about to observe all kinds of prayers 
mentioned in the Word of God. The 
prophets of old were praying men, were 
praying when God revealed to them the 
things that are happening in these last 
days. Daniel prayed and fasted twenty- 
one days on one occasion. His prayer was 
hindered but he held on till God answered. 
We should not quit praying when we get 
through talking to God, but wait for 
Him to talk to us. If every Christian 
would do this and obey the voice of 
God, then we would be divinely led. God 
would have His Church without spot or 
wrinkle and Jesus could usher in His 
coming. “The most important part of 
prayer,” said George Mueller, “is the last 
ten minutes after praver. Listen for God’s 
answer.” Another quotation, “There are 
two spirits of prayer: one that prays to 
get what it wants; the other to know 
what God wants it to get.” 


This reminds me of a certain minister 
who told his wife to pack his suit case 
while he went upstairs to pray about go- 
ing to a certain place. How it should be 
the cry of every minister’s heart, espe- 
cially at this time of the year, “I'll go 
where you want me to go, dear Lord!” 
If you'll pray this way and let God di- 
rect, don’t doubt but what God and the 
overseers can work together. So many 


ask, “How can we know when God an- 
swers?” Tell me how Cornelius knew to 
send for Simon Peter te come to his 
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house. Cornelius prayed till he got a vis- 
ion of what he needed, then God was 
working at the other end of the route. 
Peter also prayed till God made known to 
him what to do in obeying’ the call. God 
does the same today for those who wait 
upon Him. God is still alive and still 
speaks. Praise the Lord! and He never 
speaks contrary to the Word of God. 


We should be as persistent in prayer 
for the things we need as the men were 
who brought the man sick of palsy to 
Jesus to be healed. If you can’t reach 
the door, near the ground where the 
crowds are, just continue to pray until 
you get upon the roof away from the 
crowds. Pray till you soar above opposi- 
tion. You'll have no trouble getting to 
Jesus then. Read Mark 2:1-5. Oh, glory! 
Peter was on the housetop when he had 
his vision to go to the people of other 
nations. Another time a certain woman 
who needed healing came up behind the 
press (crowd of people) but this did not 
discourage her. She was determined to 
touch the hem of Jesus’ garment and she 
did so and was healed. Mark 5:25-34. O 
saints, why do we cease praying before we 
get the answer we need? God help us to 
pray and teach us how to pray that we 
might live in God’s divine will. 

This is the time of year for all God’s 
children to pray. The time of the Assem- 
bly is near when many changes will be 
made in the ministry. How we should 
pray for God to have His way, not ours, 
in the changes or reappointment or selec- 
tion of officers from the General Over- 
seer down to the local pastors and evan- 
gelists. God knows right where each min- 
ister can do the most for His cause. We 
may not see it as God does but ler us 
pray for God to send each state the over- 
seer who can do the most for God. Per- 
sonally, I am well pleased but I want God 
to first be pleased. Churches could have 
their prayer meetings for things like this 
as well as for Peter when he was in pris- 
on. Prayer was made without ceasing un- 
to God for him. Why not pray for your 
pastor like that? Why not pray for Sun- 
day School and Y. P. E. officers like that? 
I have seen bands of saints so directed by 
the Holy Ghost that even if others were 
nominated for the sake of parliamentary 
law, the ones God wanted put in office 
would receive their votes by the wholesale 
while the other received only the votes of 
the nominator and of the ones who fav- 
ored the nomination. Prayer brings this 
about without having to depend on our 
own ideas. Saints, let us be much in 
prayer. Think of the responsibility of our 
bishops. They watch for our souls as 
they must give an account. 

Spurgeon said, “Prayer pulls the rope 
below and the great bell rings in the 
heart of God. Some scarcely stir the bell 
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for they pray so languidly. Others give 
but an occasional pluck at the rope. But 
he who wins with heaven is the man who 
grasps the rope boldly and puiis continu- 
ously with all his might.” Lord, teach us 
to pray.
